‘The use of these instru- 
ments requires both hands, and as 
an airplane pilot is occupied with 
both hands and feet, it has proved 
in the past almost impossible for 
an airman to navigate alone in the 
real sense of the word. 


Flight Stands fo Sheer Bravery. 

“There is not a profess onal air 
pilot nor an amateur who does not 
stand in absolute admiration of 
Iindbergh’'s sheer bravery. Sheer 
bravery is exactly what the flight 


stands for, unless Lindbergh is de- 
void of imagination, or better still 
unless Ria imagination does not 
worry him, 

“Practically, from the time he 
started flying many miles out at 
sea until he came in sight of New- 
foundland, and then through dark.- 
ness out over the open Atlantic 
through the stormswept night, his 
only chance was the reliability of 
his engine. Many pilots can {magc- 
ine how for hour after hour Lind- 
bergh had to sit in the cockpit 
with absolutely nothing in sight 
exc opt the watery waste. His only 
guide was his compass on which he 
had to depend to ~obring him 
through to his objective, and it was 
only after he had been In the cock- 
pit for 24 hours that he sighted 
land.

His advice and his ruling 
were blindly supported. He not 
only gave all his time to the build- 
ing up of his baseball “child,” but 
he frequently obtained financing 
for some of the unfortunate club 
owners who Jacked both the means 
and patronage in the early years 
of their ventures. 

“Benefits Forgot.” 

Today, the St. Louis American 
League club is the only support 
Johnson can count on, Clark 
Griffith, who is indeRhfed to John- 
son for assistance received when 
he first embarked in the Wash- 
ington venture, is now strongly 
against the president of the organ- 
ization. 

Connie Mack of the Philadel- 
phia American League club, once 
strong for Johnson, has been em- 
bittered by the Ty Cobb and other 
incidents. 

Bob Quinn, of the Boston Club, 
who also received many favors and 
much help from Johnson, is re- 
ported as having lined up with the 
attempt to remove basebail’s 
Caesar. 

With the death of James C. 
Dunn, another Johnson friend in 
Cleveland passed on, leaving a 
Brutus in the shape of E. 8S. Bar- 
nard, who himself is said to desire 
the office of president of the 
American League. 

A recent secret meeting of the 
conspirators in New York spon- 
sored the report that Jimmy Walk- 
er, Mayor of this city, was being 
considered for the office.

Ormsby lied.” The letter, between 
the lines, seems to indict Johnson 
as the cause of the trouble, 

For a player to openly flout the 
president of league for punishing 
him as the result of an umpire’s 
complaint and for the rest of the 
league to remain passive under 
such an insult to the league execu- 
tive’s authority seems to mean 
that the head of the organization 
has absolutely lost the support of 
his associates. 

Johnson still has a contract that 
runs until 1935 u. $40,000 a year. 
It is not likely that he will submit 
to removal without full compensa- 
tion and therefore the league is 
seeking the easy way out—one that 
will hurt Johnson’s feelings as lit- 
tle as possible, yet enable the 
league to put in a new president. 
Would Name “Assistant President.” 

The few Johnson loyalists re- 
maining in the league are desirous 
of seeing Johnson retire from of- 
fice but do not want him forced 
out. One of Johnson's physicians 
said that 10 years might be added 
to his life if he would get away 
from the strife of baseball leader- 
ship and take matters quietly. 

Several strong influences near 
Johnson are trying to get him to 
quit the front line and let a 
younger man take up his burdens. 

They want Johnson to remain 
president in an advisory capacity 
because of his tong experience. 
They suggest that an assistant 
president take the burdens of 
actual detail off his shoulders. 

But the head hunters demand 
that he be removed entirely, The 
battle is joined.

' T ewce one-fourth pound of 


sweet chocolate, two cups of 

milk, five and a half table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar, 
three cups of double cream and 
Vanilla to taste. Break choco- 
late into small pieces and melt 
it, adding the milk gradually, 
stirring it in well with two 
tablespoonfuls of the sugar. 
Let it boil up well and then set 
by to get cold. When chocolate 
is cold, whip the cream very 
stiff with the rest of the sugar 
and vanilla. Divide the whipped 
cream in half and set one-half 
where it will get very cold. Mix 
the other half into the choco- 
late, and put the mixture into 
a freezer and freeze as for ice 
cream, until it gets thick. Now 
have ready a round mold. Line 
the bottom and sides of mold 
with the chocolate ice cream, 
fill in with the very cold whip- 
ped cream, cover with a slice 
of the chocolate ice cream. 
Then put on lid of mold, very 
tight. Pack in salt and ice for 


three hours and then serve.
